Always A Monkey Wrench 


There is no reason to suppose the Rus- 
sian Government will. be any more co-0p- 
erative in 1952 than they have been before. 
Like a quarrelsome neighbor, the Russians 
seeem to only want discord, fear and dis- 
harmony in international relations. 

Whatever the Western democracies want 
to do, whatever they suggest, for co-operation 
and world peace, is found fault with by the 
Russian delegates to the United Nations. 

Perhaps the growing military strength 
of the Western Powers will result in the 
Russians being more willing to help solve 
World problems, and less ready to throw 
a monkey wrench into the works’ at every 
U.N. meeting. 


Bowling Is Healthful Fun 
Persons under 18 years of age are not 
permitted in any billiard room or bowling 
alley unless they enter as members of a 
league or when accompanied by _ parents. 
For the typical hand-out type. of billiard 
room this is quite a fair restriction to make 
on juveniles and the kind of fun and recrea- 
tion they should have. : 
There should, however, be some discre- 
tion in this regulation which keeps young 
people from enjoying the fun of a good, clean 
game of five-pin bowling. There are repu- 
table bowling alleys that deserve a higher 
rating than those from which juveniles 
should be banned. Why doesn’t the govern- 
ment give these better-class recreation 
centres an ‘‘A” rating, so that parents can 
send their boys and girls out to enjoy a 
healthful indoor game, with complete trust 
and faith that they have in sending them to 
the community skating rink. ; 
Surely . government regulations don’t 
have to be stilted and stuffy that they can’t 
differentiate between a youth “joint” and a 


The benefit of the Prairie Farm Assis- 
tance act is to be extended to the northern 
areas of the prairie provinces and British 
Columbia. This act was originally intended 
to ameliorate drought conditions in the 
southhern prairies. The amendment passed 
last week makes it available to settlers on 
new crown lands open for settlement after 
1940, 

The aet provides that if wheat yields are 
under 4 bushels an acre, a payment of $2.50 
per acre will be made on half the cultivated 
acreage. If the yield is between 4 and 8 
bushels an acre, the payment is $1.50 an acre 
on one-half the cultivated acreage. In the 
case of other grains the wheat payment 
scale is used as an index. On no instance is 
the payment more than $500 per farm, 


Won’‘t Be Eating It Long 


There has been quite a fuss raised about 
horse meat. Some people have declared that 
under no circumstances will they eat. it. 
Others are already: doing so, 

Experienced livestockmen say there is 
nothing to worry about, that the question 
will largely disappear because the heavy 
horse is disappearing, reports The Financial 
Post,

meat picture. Ousted by the truck and trac- 
tor he was turned out to pasture where he 
grew fat and tender and in these days of 
high-priced yneat, anything fat and tender 
is liable to wind up in the butcher shop, But 
when the present surplus is gone there will 
be no more for the breeding of draft or heavy 
horses in Canada is almost at an end.

Who Wants To Be Educated? 


During the depression it used to be said that 
education was a great thing. That any bum with 
a B.A. degree to his name and a nickel in his pocket 
could walk into any restaurant and order a cup of 
coffee, Any body could buy a cup of coffee for five 
cents in those days. The price of the coffee has now 
changed, but has the value of a university education 
improved? 

A short time ago the listening public was treated 
to a demonstration of the supreme achievement of 
a university education in an enlightening quiz 
program broadcast over CKUA, the University 
Radio in Edmonton. We strongly suspect the gentle- 
man. who arranged the questions for this brilliant 
display of learning was either a man of evil intent, 
or a genuine humorist. A panel of learned pro- 
fessors confronted one of unlearned students with 
questions about English history. 


At least one. student had the honesty—almost 
equal to George Washington’s concerning the famous 
cherry tree—-when he replied to a question: ‘Well 
I can only guess!” 


Tiere are some of the remarkable replies to 
questions propounded, most of them from the panel 
of professors: 

Que.—Who was the father of Edward the Sixth? 

Ans.—-Prinee Albert. Second guess Edward the 
Seventh, . 

Que.—Who was the father of William the Fourth? 

Ans.-—Henry the Eighth. 

Que.—Who was the father of James the First? 

Ans.—Charles the First. 

Of course it may be the quiz program was only 
a burlesque, or an educational “take off’ on modern 
education, but we rather suspect it was just a dem- 
onstration of the crass ignorance that passes today 
for »education. The panel of students might be ex- 
cused on the grounds that our high school and public 
school education are at fault, but a demonstration 
of that regrettable fact .should make the _ public 
wonder Why so much is being spent on education. 

The. professors gave an astounding revelation 
of a void that is not excusable. They also demon- 
strated the truth of the charge that university 
education today is not concerned with making 
scholars but with turping out doctors, dentists, 
lawyers and haberdashers: Certainly it looks as if 
there is no intention of turning out cultured men 
and women, Culture has little to do with an educa- 
tional system that con produce no better from pro- 
fessors or students. After all, Winston Churchill 
wasn’t a university man, so a university education 
is not essential to success. But at least a man who 
hasn't attended university may know he needs more 
education, and become self-educated in his daily 
life. Some such men reach great heights of learning 
and success, Pity the poor college graduate with a 
degree and no education! 


Our Debt to the Church 


Sometimes we are prone to ask the ques- 
tion: Why go to Church? Sunday is a day 
free from labor and business responsibilities. 
Why not use it for rest, relaxation, sports 
and recreation? 

There are preachers in the pulpit who 
don’t help us much, admittedly, because in- 
stead of preaching spiritual truths they dally 
with comparatively trivial problems. Matters 
that affect our lives, it is true, but result 
in humdrum sermons of light consequence, 
Men and women living in Canada today 
aren’t much in need of material wealth, and 
talking abouf it from the pulpit won’t get it 
for them, if they do need it. 

At the same time, we know that wher- 
ever the Chritian church has gone, faithful 
workers have brought in missions, hospitals 
and schools.” They have ministered to the 
physical needs of the people, and then 
preached the gospel of salvation for their 
conversion and satisfying of their spiritual 
needs. For these material blessings we owe 
a debt to the Church. We can repay our 
debt and receive still greater gain for our- 
selves by attending church and looking to 
the pastor for messages of spiritual worth 
for the benefit of our souls, 


Hog Prices on Downward 
Drift 


Hog prices have been on the skids. If 
it is any comfort to producers to know the 
reason, here it seems to be: The United 
States has raised a huge pig crop and prices 
there have dropped. This enabled 30,000,000 
pounds of U.S. pork to cross the line into 
Canada, While Canadians have been swing- 
ing to pig meat instead of higher priced 
beef, the demand has not kept the price up. 
During October domestic consumption ran 
at the rate of 118,000 pigs a week. Three 
years ago 78,000 porkers a week was all the 
domestic market would absorb. 

Prices have gone down from a high of 
$40 a cwt. dressed weight in August to 
around $27 at present. 

In Minnesota last week live hogs were 
selling for $18 per, ewt., which is equal to 
$24 for dressed pork.

Board’, and “Amendment of 
Agricultural Prices Support Act 
to include Cereal Grains’. 

The question of holding another 
Inter-Provincial Farm Union Con- 
ference in 1952 was discussed. It 
was felt that this should be done 
and tentative pians were made for 
the holding of a conference at 
Saskatoon during the latter part 
of July. Guest speakers to be 
invited will include Mr. Patton, 
the National President of the 
Farmers’ Union of the U.S.A., and 
the Prime Minister of Canada, 
Hon. Mr, St. Laurent. 


The proposed extension of the 
International Wheat -Agreement 
was taken up and discussed at 
length. The Council agreed that 
in any future agreement, provi- 
sion should be made for much 
greater flexibility of price range, 
particularly under inflationary 
conditions. An annual review of 
price was suggested. It was de- 
cided to make representations in 
regard to this matter to the proper 
authorities when the negotiations 
for an extension of the agreement 
come up this summer.
